This great earthquake began on the night of 
Dec. 15 and continued at intervals more than two 
months. The people of St. Louis used steam- 
boat china on the table, and it ‘was most of the 
time only necessary to hold the salt shaker over 
the soup. The earthquake did the rest. At New 
Madrid, which was the center of the disturbance, 

the scenery shifted every few days. ~Hills that © 
the pioneers had coasted became the most sylvan 
of lakes.

Peo- 
ple in the unstable district got in the habit of 
going around on all fours, to shorten the fall.

Most Adopted Citizens Thrifty. 

He denied that the immigrants admit- 
ted to this country are mostly ‘‘unde- 
sirables.’’ They are not the scum of 
Europe, he said, but instead are the am- 
bitious, industrious members of the 
poorer classes, who have come here 
seeking better opportunities. In order 
to come, he declared, they had had te 
Save money and were therefore thrifty. 

The movement of immigrants, he said, 
was an index of American prosperity. 
When times were good here they came 
in great numbers. In hard times the 
influx decreased and the. outflow_ in- 
creased. 

This, he said, was due to the fact that 
immigrants already here kept their rela- 
tives and friends at home informed of 
conditions in America. When there was 
plenty of work and good wages the men 
at home were told to come. Then they 
began to save and work for the means 
of travel and only the most thrifty and 
industrious made the voyage. 

“It is often sald that the arrivals do 
not know where they are going or 
what they intend to do,” said Mr. Dil- 
lingham, ‘“‘but this is not true. The sta- 
tistics of the Immigration Bureau dis- 
prove it. Of all those arriving in New 
York, 79 per cent have tickets to ‘’cer- 
tain destinations im the country, where 
they have friends and are to work. 
They are not cast adrift in New York. 

“Furthermore, of the arrivals 9/7 per 
cent have addresses to which they are 
going. Of the 1,170,000 who reached New 
York last vear only 5,734 were without 
specific destinations. 

“That these arrivals are of ages best 
adapted for useful work is proven by 
the fact that 94 per cent of them are be- 
tween 14 and 4 years old. 


Children Attend School. 
“Another fact which proves that im- 


migrants appreciate their advantases in 
this country is found in the school 
figures. Ninety per cent of the chil- 
dren of immigrants attend school six 
months in the year, whereas the same 
is true of oniy 70 per cent of the Amer- 
ican-born children.”’ 

This condition, he said, was due to 
the careful inspection of immigrants 
and to the fines assessed against steam- 
ship companies bringing undestrables 
here. When a_ steamship company 
brings an inmimigraut who will uot pass 
the physical or moral examination, it 
is fined $100 and required to take the 
immigrant back at its own expense. 

This has resulted in the companies; 
stationing physicians and examiners at 
all the ports of Europe. In addition, 
Germany has stationed inspectors at its 
Russian and Austrian frontiers to keep 
out emigrants bound to America who 
would not be accepted here. Germany 
Joes this because it does not want Aus- 
trians And: Russians thrown back on it.

North American Says It Lacks 
Money Enough to Take 
the Bumps Out. 


Qe 


LACKED LABOR BEFORE 








Street Commissioner Says He 
Will Take Steps to Enforce 
Ordinances. 





The North American Co., with the 
street railways, the Laclede Gas Light 
Co. and the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. as its only assets, is too poor 
to repair bad tracks which are ruining 
10 or 12 miles of thoroughfares in the 
eastern edge of the city. 

Street Commissioner Travilla has the 
word of the United Railways Co. that 
it cannot raise enough money with 
which to maintain the paving between 
and along its rails, as the ordinances 
require. 

With but 120 men employed by the 
United Railways Co. in the work of 
maintenance, the, paving on streets oc-: 
cupied by the various lines east of 
Grand avenue is degenerating so rapid- 
ly that the city cannot keep the thor- 
oughfares iri condition for travel. 

Cars Pass With Difficulty. 

The men engaged by the United Rail- 
Ways Co. are barely able to insure the 
safe passage of cars along the rails. In 
some cases the tracks are so bad that 
derailments are frequent. / 

The broken joints, depressions and 
rickety crossings are provoking hun- 
dreds of complaints from owners of 
property, which is being injured by the 
constant jarring. 

Inspectors who have been at work un- 
der the direction of Street Commissioner 
Travilla for several weeks in the terri- 
tory between Grand avenue north and 
west, the River Des Peres on the south 
and Fourth street on the east, found 
six miles of bad pavement along the 
rails and five miles between them. 

In addition, there were four miles of 
low rails and 1040 low and defective 
joints. This condition is considerably 
worse than an inspection last year dis- 
ciosed in the same 54 streets, 

Fear Cars Will Enter Homes. 

The worst situation was found on 
North Eleventh and. North Tenth 
streets, along the Bellefontaine line, on 
Jefferson avenue, south of Lafayette 
avenue; Broadway for its entire length: 
Easton avenue; Union avenue, north 
of Delmar avenue; California avenue, 
from Cherokee street to Gravois ave- 
hue. This latter stretch of track has 
beeen out of repair and the scene of 
aimost daily derailments for two years. 
Residents along California avenue have 
been in dread that cars will crash into 
their homes. 

‘‘Last year officials of the United 
Railways Co. told us that they had 
plenty of money but no labor. Now we 
are informed that labor is plentiful, but 
that money is scarce,”’ said Street Com- 
missioner Travilla. 

“The only work being done by the 
company is simply what is necessary 
to keep its cars on the rails. 

Says Company Must Act. 

‘“T intend to compel the company to 
maintain the pavements between its 
rails. I have also notified its officials 
that when new work and reconstruction 
begin this summer the tracks will have 
to be laid before we start, so that there 
will be no needless and ruthless de- 
struction of paving. 

“This department is doing all possible 
to perfect our highweys, and the United 
tailways Co. must not only refrain 
from marring the steeets, but must also 
co-operate with the city in preserving 
them.”

map.’ 

There was a time when in the matter of trans- 
pertation east of the Mississippi River there was 
uo such place as St. Louis. East St. Louis was the 


| point to which and from which consignments and 


shipments were made. The bridge monopoly 
flied the gap and exacted toll on passengers and 
merchandise going and coming. 

That time has passed so far as freight bills are 
concerned, but so long as a single interest is com- 
pelled either by delusive bookkeeping or by direct 
levy to pay the old charges or any part of them 
that is not a legitimate freight rate for the dis- 
tence, St. Louis is only constructively upon the 
map. 

There is reason to believe that St. Louis is on 
the map for some people and that as to many 
others the place that it should occupy is a blank. 
Railway bookkeeping has been corrected to the 
immense satisfaction of persons who do _ not 
like to do business under an East St. Louis date, 
but to all who still pay the bridge tax the new 
bills of lading long ago became a delusion and 
a snare. , 

The men who are fond of putting St. Louis on 
the map have not completed their task. They 
have an imperfect idea of geography. They are 
exclusive and aristocratic in their cartography. 
When the people look carefully at the place where 
St. Louis ought to be they: find that, instead of 
a great cosmopolitan city, there is only a group 
of highly favored interests. Some of us are on 
the map, but most of us are no nearer that dis- 
tinction than the villagers of darkest Africa. 

We have the word of an Illinois official and 
scientist that there never should have been such 
a town as East St. Louis. Its site is not fit for 
ruman habitation. It was called into existence 
by the ferry. It was perpetuated and given an 
undeserved prominence by the bridge arbitrary. 
Fast St. Louis is the creation of railway manage- 
ment seeking tribute from the metropolis which 
crowns the hills of the western shore. ye 

Many a man in an atmosphere of champagne 
and tobacco has “expired in his own eloquence” 
while depicting the glories of St. Louis taking its 
rightful place upon the map. In some cases this

“Did Abraham Lincoln Drink?” has not settled 
anything in respect of that great man’s person- 
al habits, but it has brought out the fact that in 
early life he kept a country store and sold whis- 
Fy, as was customary in those days, by the dip- 
per, the jug or the barrel, according to the de- 
mand. : 

Whether Lincoln was at any time a drinking 
man or not, the fact would prove nothing of value 
to people now living. Certain things as to him 
are known and they will not be questioned. He 
never injured himself or others by intemperance 
and he rounded out a life so great, so useful and 
so full of noble example that his personal habits 
have been forgotten. In the nature of things, 
they could not have been bad. 

Imitation usually seeks out the worst. If any- 

one would emulate Lincoln, let him take account 
ot his patriotism, his love of liberty, his faith 
his devotion, his patience, his charity, his sym- 
pathy and his spleadid democracy. 
Lincoln was every inch a man. He knew pov- 
erty at its worst. To gain a livelihood he did 
many things which would shock the polite. He 
was a shrewd and perhaps an unscrupulous poli- 
tician. He was fond of vulgar stories, and his 
companionship was not always of the best. 

But at a great crisis in the affairs of men his 
rough-hewn character proved to be one of the 
mightiest bulwarks ever erected in support of 
freedom and justice—divinely appointed, some 
men say. It is certain that no other man then 
known could have filled his place so well. Who 
cares whether such a man took a drink occasion- 
ally or not? 








AMENDING THE UNWRITTEN LAW. 

The bill before the Virginia Legislature, if 
passed, will not cure all the vice of the unwritten 
law but it will save the courts from one of the 
most egregidus of their own follies. 

They have been holding with much unanimity 
that when a man believing himself to have been 
wronged commits murder it is competent to 
prove the existence of the belief but that no evi- 
dence as to its truth or-falsity can be intro- 
duced. This has enabled men not only to kill 
their enemies but to pile their graves high with 
slander. 

The Virginia bill provides for a judicial in- 
vestigation of these alleged wrongs. It is so pal- 
pably in the interest of justice that it ought to 
bc the law in every state in the union. When 
courts by rules of practice and of evidence in- 
volve themselves hopelessly in injustice it be- 
ecomes the plain duty of the Legislature to ex- 
tricate them. 
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A COMMON FAILING OF AUTHORS. 

A Virginia murderer who should have hanged 
last Friday has been granted a respite of two 
weeks in order that he may add the last chapter 
to a book he has been writing, the which is a 
history of his life, 

Here will be another one of those superfluous 
last chapters that ought never to have been writ- 
ten. He should have written finis to the penult 
ard let it go at that—left something to the read- 
er’s imagination instead of boring him with what 
was inevitable. 

We can appreciate this author’s reluctance to 
leave off, but his is the common literary failing. 
Nothing in craftsmanship is so rare as the knowl- 
ecge of precisely when to quit. Many a book 
would have been better if its author had been 
taken out and hanged before he wrote the last 
chapter.

Owing to circumstances over 
which he lost a controlling. vote, a true Southern 
gentleman has to go North nowadays to find those 
conditions and maintain those habits and cus- 
tums proper to the environment, comfort and 
consolation of his person. 

Yet though he is tolerably scattered and be- 
wildered he still has “pride in his part, defiance 
ir his eye.”” He may have lost his bearings, but 
rever his bearing. His integrity is preserved, 
his manners are intact, and he is easily recognized 
es the faded original of the faded daguerreotype 
of glorious days gone by. The charm of antiquity 
is upon him and he is as eloquent of a romantic 
past as an old tapestry. He proclaims his period 
like a grandmother quoting a passage of Byron, 
like a 3-cent postage stamp, or a pressed fern 
in a musty encyclopedia, and there are as many 
fragrant memories associated with him as with 
old lace, hair lockets, Marshal Niel roses, or 
tieasured satin slippers in hide trunks cobwebbed 
ip attics. But he is beloved for what he is as 
well as for what he was. 

A trifle over-sentimental, possibly, to be keenly 
interesting in these alive and less leisurely times, 
the Southern gentleman of the old school never- 
theless has a distinct and positive present value.

NE may be very gay if one belongs to the 

O younger set in St. Louis Society, but the 

gaiety is very gentle. We are no wilder 

in our social pleasures now than in the days of 

Nellie Hazeltine, Mrs. Scanlan and Pierre Clau- 

tice. Society is relatively no wealthier and our 
standards for young people are as high. 

The automobile is only a necessary convenience, 
for while in the older day society lived in a re- 
stricteil section, its elements are now widely scat- 
tered. Think what a hardship going the social 
pace would be if our young folk of today were 
compelled to drive from King’s highway, or 
thereabout, to the theater and to the Country 
Club. The horseless carriage has not made us 
giddy. : 

If you are in the swim you are of the Country 
Club, which is adjacent to Clayton. You must 
be a member or the son, grandson, daughter, 
granddaughter, niece or nephew of a member. 
All of The Set are in the Racquet, St, Louis and 
University clubs. Such privileges may be con- 
sidered as among the conditions precedent to rec- 
ognition, as are wealth, or high birth, beauty 
or charm in a girl, physical attraction and social] 
g? ace in a man. 

Younger set men werk as do their fathers. 
Each has some definite occupation and in nearly 
every case it is a connection with merchandising, 
the gaining of money through trade. St. Louis 
has no leisure class, unless Dwight Davis may be 
suid to embody it, and he is at least a member of 
the House of Delegates. 

Naturally, the young men do not work their 
heads off. Beings sons of the rich, they are prin- 
cipally occupied in learning how other people 
work and how to conserve wealth. This does 
not interfere with playing a little squash, or golf, 
or tennis, or polo in the afternoon, or with dan- 
cing at night. It does, however, prevent afternoon 
calling. 

In the East young men of fashion pay duty 
calls in the afternoon and are given tea. It is 
rare that a belle in St. Louis Society sees a man 
of her acquaintance before 6 p. m., unless she 
meets him while shopping or at the Country Club. 
The young man who drinks tea is rare in St. 
Louis. Here the men call in the evening. 


The ladies call upon each other when the sun 

is up. Such calls are one of the principal occu- 
pations of their afternoons; but do not absorb 
them at this season. 
_ The dancing season is over. It begins in Oc- 
tober and is decadent after the second Imperial, 
m February. We have the spring Country Club 
fever now. 

Young ladies go out there in the morning— 
really as early as 11 o'clock. They go in squads, 
without chaperons, and take brothers’ ponies from 
the club stables for a jaunt through greening 
lanes. Not every day; oh, dear, no; but when the 
notion strikes them. Later the notion will strike 
them more often. 

After a ride they lunch at the club, and then 
they may come home, or, if the squad is large 
end merry, wait for the men, who come out about 
4 or 5 o'clock to practice polo. In a fortnight polo 
will be in full swing, with matches and teas on 
the club lawn and dinner on the club porch and 
® litle dancing afterward. 

However, ag I said, the dancing season as a 
social feature is over. If you dance and are 
in the top set you are a member of a “Fort- 


nightly.” Mrs. Dexter Tiffany organized the first } 


of these dancing clubs which assemble at Mahler's. 
They include boys and girls, men and women, from 
12 to 36 years of age. There is the Wednesday 
Fortnightly, the Every Other Wednesday Fort- 
nightly, the Informal Fortnightly, .the Senior 
Mary. Girls’ Fortnightly and the Junior Mary 
Girls’ Fortnightly. Then there is the Junior 
Imperial, which includes debutantes and is 
supposed to meet on Thursday evening, but 
something happened to it this year and it died 
after a few Thursday struggles. 

. There is a ball for every debutante, but as St. 


Louis only graduates from six to ten debbies a 
’ year these affairs are not a great tax on time or 


energy. 








Of course, there are informal hops to aid 
Cigestion and there are also the two swell Imperi- 
al Club balls. And that will bo all about the light 
fantastic. 


House parties in the country about St. Louis 
are just “coming in,” and coming very slowly. 
The Ed Simmons at Carrswold, the William C.

Oaks and a few other country residents gather 
young people occasionally for short stays, but 
make no regular custom of week ends. Our belles 
have experience of such life only in the East, 
and being great travelers get quite a good deal 
of it there.

Boys Must First Master All In- 
terior Details of Ma- 
chine. 





Eleven intelligent young negroes at 
the Sumner High School are learning 
how to be chauffeurs. Having begun 
with a study of the in- 
ternal economy of the automobile, they 
expect when the course is completed to 
know not only how to operate an auto- 
mobile, but how to build one if neces- 
sarv, 

“A chauffeur told me once 
knew all about an automobile,’ says 
August O. Thornton, head of the man- 
ual training department at the school, 
who its teaching the class. “I can take 
a car apart and put it back again,’ he 
said, ‘and I can steer {t and repair it 
when I have to, but I'll be blamed if 
I know what makes it run.’ ”’ 

At Sumner High they propose to teach 
first what makes the machine run; last, 
how to run it. 

Dismantle Car First. 

A four-cylinder 16-horsepower —run- 
about has been provided by the Board 
of Kducation for the class, which is 
made up of the boy ‘seniors at the 
achool, and they have dismantled it to 
study its interior. Shey have already, 
in thelr three years and a half at the 
school, learned pattern making, bench 
work in wood, wood turning, work in 
iron and other metals and mechanical 
drawing.

Trusts, Tariff and Labor He 
Believes to Be the Para- 
mount Issues. 








LINCOLN, Neb., March 21.—William 
J. Bryan, in discussing the political situ- 
ation with Roswell Field, and outlining 
his ideas as to the next Democratic na- 
tional platform, mentioned the trust, 
tariff and labor questions as the three of 
paramount importance 

“So far as the issues are concerned,” 
he said, “the platform adopted in Ne- 
braska last fall covered these issues, | 
think, In a very satisfactory manner as 
ther were presented then. Not to speci- 
fy everything, it declared for a vigorous 
enforcement of the criminal law agains 
trusts, insisted on further prohibitive 
legislation to restrain corporations from 
contributing to campaign funds and 
favored the election of senators by di- 
rect popular vote. It argued for an 
immediate revision of the tariff by a re- 
duction of tmport duty, spoke for an in- 
come tax as a part of the revenue Ssys8- 
tem and protested against goverument 
by injunction. 

“These and other issues found in tha‘: 
platform were, I repeat, presented sati3- 
factor ly. with the exception of the sub- 
ject of interior waterways. I am very 
much in favor of appropriations for the 
improvement of the Mississipp!, the Mis- 
souri, the Ohio. and ~ *h other streams 
can be made useful for commerce. 
The saving would be very great, and a 
plank covering this subject should be 
added to the Nebraska platform. Since 
that platform was adopted the panic has 
come on, and it has brought forward 
two questions which are now being dis- 
cussed much more than they have 
been in recent years, namely, emer- 
ceney currency and the protection to de- 
positors.

PARIS, March 21.—Charles Frohmanr 
is very proud and happy because he is 
the first American to be elected a mem- 
ber of the French Authors’ Society. 
lvespite this honor, Mr. Frohman finds 
the French stage rather sad. 

“There are no singers in Paris,’ he 
said to the Post-Dispatch correspondent 
yesterday. ‘It is almost impossible to 
get together a French company to pro- 
duce good musical comedy here.

The fire was discovered at 11:45 a. m.

At the same time Mrs, 
Ruth Waage, a pastry cook, saw the 
smoke coming through the kitchen ceil- 
ing at the base of the big chimney. 

Mrs. Cairns was in a room on the 
fist floor and saw a firebrand fall in 
the yard, and one of the teachers dis- 
covered that the grass was afire. 


Mrs. Waage shouted fire through the 
ncuse as Mrs. Cairns Sounded the fire 
alarm bell. Instantly the corridors filled 
with panic-stricken young women. 

The shingled roof had caught fire from 
the bursing brands coming from the 
great chimney, which carried off the 
smoke from the boilers in the base- 
ment apd the kitchen ranges. <A brisk 
wind was blowing from the southwest 
and the flames licked their way arong 
the roof. toward the western end of the 
building. 

So rapid was the spread of the fire 
along the roof that the young women 
whose rooms were beneath it in the 
third story could hardly escape before 
it. Leaving all their belongings, not 
even having time to procure more cloth- 
ing than they wore, they trooped down 
through the house and into the campus. 
Swingley Directs Fircmen. 

Chief Swingley was early on the 
scene. When he learned that the alarm 
had been turned in from the Forest 
Park University he turned in a third 
alarm on his own account. He ex- 
plained this later by saying that he 
knew the inflammable nature of the 
structure and with the wind then biow- 
ing he felt sure that all the apparatus 
that could be got there would be sone 
too much. As it was the fire apparatus 
had much difficulty tn reaching the 
buildings from the rear, and it nas nec- 
essary to splice hose to get water at all 
to the structures.

The trovernor expresses the belief 
that he will win a positive victory, but 
says the essential thing is not that he 
shall succeed, but that he shall ‘keep 
the faith.’ 

“My platform will be announced in 
my opening address, which. will be de- 
livered at some point in the State in the 
near future. That platform is the rec- 
ord of things done in the State, and the 
Democratic policies I believe should be 
carried into the governmental affairs of 
the nation. I want the people of Mis- 
souri to approve or disapprove what has 
been accomplished for the guidance of 
those who will follow in official posi- 
tion. 

“There will, of course, be some good 
people against us, because for one rea- 
son or another they prefer someone 
else, and for these I have no ill will.

Beef and mutton prices have advanced 
about 2% per cent in the past week and 
prospects are that they will go higher 
still before summer seis in. The lar- 
gest advance is on the best meats. 
Cheaper grades are not quite 25 per 
cent higher. 

The advance is due to the scarcity of 
beef cattle and the high price of corn. 
a ay on the hoof were selling at from 

to 5% cents a pound last Monday. 
Fhiday they brought 6.65 cents. Even 
at the advanced. prices receipts were 
small, according to St. Louis butchers, 
and indications are that this week will 
see stlil further price-climbing. 


Corn Fed Cattle Come High. 

Corn is scarce and is bringing higher 
prices. <All the cattle now brought to 
market are corn fed, consequently the 
cattle buyers feel the effect of the corn 
prices. 

It will be some weeks yet before the 
grass springs up and grass-fed cattle 
ean be shipped in. Until that time, the 
prediction is, the price of beef will rise 
steadily, so that by early summer they 
will reach a high mark. 

Sheep are as scarce as Cattle, and 
lambs even more difficult to obtain than 
the full-grown = sheep. Mutton and 
lamb, therefore, are in the same class 
as beef and the prices of those meats 


are on the upgrade. 

Pork remains about the same as it 

has been for some time. 
Lambs Are Way Up. 

Two weeks ago the best lamb brought 
about 12% cents a pound. Yesterday at 
Union Market it was selling for 18 
cents. Prime roast beef a week ago 
cost the consumer 17 cents. Yesterday 
the man who bought roast beef for his 
Sunday dinner paid 22 cents. 

“TI don't see any prospects of lower 


prices for meats,” said a Union Mar- 
ket butcher. “In fact I expect to see 
prices keep on climbing for six weeks 
or two months. I have to ask today 
nearly 25 per cent more, on an aver- 
age, than 1 did a week ago, and prob- 
ably by next Saturday night things 
will be worse. 

“With corn high and nothing but 
scarce, corn-fed cattle on the market 
I don't see how there can be enter 
but « great advance in prices until 
the grass- fattened cattle come in.”

State Factory Inspector Sikes sent no- 
tice to the Board of Education yesier- 
day to close the third-story classrooms 
of the Washington School at Euclid and 
Fountain avenues.

There is no fire escape on the build- 
ing and the furnace is situated immedi- 
ately under the main stairway, which 
forms an airshaft through the middle of 
the building. 

Mr. Sikes savs the lives of the chil- 
dren in this school would be in danger 
in case of fire. He has already ordered 
the School Board to close the upper 
classrooms of the Columbia, Bryan Hill 
and Attucks schools. The Board had 
not complied with these requests. 

It became known yesterday that the 
Board had directed E. M| Grossman, its 
attorney, to call on the Factory In- 
spector. 

Mr. Sikes said he had been pledged to 
secrecy as to what occurred at the in- 
terview. 

It is understood that the Board ques- 
tions the authority of Mr. Sikes to or- 
der the schools closed, but the Factory 
Inspector says that he is backed by am- 
ple law and that the Board will have 
to comply with it.

Judge Shelton then 
ordered a continuance in the balance of 
the Mitchell cases.

It 
is one of the handsomest homes in Cab- 
anne, surround by the residences of 
well-to-do and fashionable families in a 
district where the color line has always 
been closely drawn. 

Yet Mrs. eKough says the neighbors 
haven't treated her right, and any ne- 
gro who wants to buy her house can 
have it at a bargain. She is advertising 
te that effect. 

“My home here is worth $10,000 or $12,- 
000,” she said last night. It would make 
a fine apartment house for negroes. 
They wouldn't let me get along out here 
and I'm going to move, and I want 
to leave something for them to remem- 
ber me by. 

Mrs. Keough’s trouble with her neigh- 
bors extended over three years, dating 
from a quarrel over a line fence with 
Percy Werner, whose home adjoins hers 
on the west. 

The principal cause for contention has 
been a frame store building which Mrs.

Congressman Familiar With 
Orient Scoffs at Rumors 
of Trouble With U, S, 














NEWTON, Mass., March 21.—‘‘Japan Is 
desperately in need of money, but her 
people, flushed with victories over Chi- 
na and Russia, clamor for more war 
and. circumstances may force the Mikado 
to fight the Emperor of China, backed 
by. the Czar and the Kaiser.”’ 

That is the essence of a speech made 
before the Newton Club tonight by Con- 
gressman Edwin’ Denby of Detroit, who 
was in China's customs service 10 years 
while his father was American Minister 
at Pekin. 

AWweady Taxed to the Limit. 

After critically analyzing Japan's 
finances, Dr. Denby said: 

‘‘Summarizing these facts, we find a 
country already taxed to the limit of 
human endurance, yet continuing to 
maintain an enormously expensive 
army, makifig every possible effort to 
increase its military strength. 

‘What are. the plans of Tokio? Cer- 
tainly she will not disarm. Wer peo- 
ple, drunk with success, would not per- 
mit it. Surely she will not repudiate 
her foreign debts; her people would 
rather die than face that dishonor. 

‘There seems to remain only the third 
alternative—war, or conquest with or 
without war. * 

“That her chosen antagonist is th 
United States is a presumption so ab- 
surd as to scarcely merit consideration. 
No question promises even to disturb 
the amicable relations of the two coun- 
tries. Furthermore, it must be evident 
to the statesmen of Japan that while 
war with the United States would be 
it would be mere suli- 
cide for Japan. 

May Have Used U. S. as Bluff. 

“It is possible that her statesmen have 
not been adverse to permitting the sus- 
picion to grow that Japan had designs 
upon a part of the United States—it 
may have been a convenient cloak to 
cover other plans. Asia is not yet mas- 
tered. Japan’s course in Manchuria 
lends color to the theory that she would 
be happy to defend her conquest against 
China with war if need be. 

“She must be prepared to meet the 
power of Russia and Germany as pos- 
sible allies of China and to fight out, 
with them to a final issue the ques- 
tion of trade mastery of the Orient.’’

Tries to Have Congress Pass Bill 
Providing Revenue for Com- 
posers Furnishing Records. 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—George 
Ade, the writer, has been in Washington 
trying to get Congress to pass a law 
which will put a tax en every man, 
woman and child in the United States 
why buys a phonograph record for the 
benefit of the composer of the musia. 
Now, the Supreme Court has just de- 
clared that these phonograph records, 
music box sheets and the like are no: 
within the Copyright Law. Manufac- 
turers in this as well as other countries 
have always had the right to make these 
various mechanical recorls, and in that 
fact it has been pretty clearly demon- 
strated that composers are usually anx- 
ious to have them do so in order te 
boom their sheet music. 
Ade has recently come out in a news- 
paper interview which has been repript- 
ed generally throughout the country, in 
which he says 
“You have no {dea of this phonograph 
business. Out through the’ corn-belt 
every family has a graphophone or 
phonograph. The farmer comes in at 
night, takes off his boots, hargs his 
feet on the stove and says: ‘Boys, turn 
her loose,’ The boys turn her loose, and 
the durned thing plays the whole even- 
ing.’ 
Ade thinks the farmers shouldn't have 
the right to do this without paying a 
tax to the composer. He don't mention 
the fact tha folks who live in he big 
cities have the opportunity to go to con- 
certs and other forms of entertainment 
every day ané@ night, and from these the 
composers get nothing: Ade and those 
who want the law changed propose to 
tax the farmers, every mothers’ son of 
them, if they want to use the much 
abused phonograph which brings a little 
variety .entertainment to the home dur- 
ing the long evenings and helps make 
the dull monotony of the farm life more 
bearable. 

Well. we wonder what the members 

of Congress are going to do about it? 

Our guess is that when it comes to a 

vote the farmer and his phonogteph

Czar Is Charged With, Crimes and 
Is Ordered to Betake Him- 
self to Siberia. 


Russians in St. Louis yesterday re- 
ceived copies of a declaration of inde- 
pendence and a proclamation of the Re- 
public of the United States of Russia,’ 
issued in Moscow and America by the 
“Committee of the Russian + ites a 
Administration,’’ of which Ivan Noroed- 
ny signs himself as Chief Executive 
Commissioner. 

Sixteen accusations are hurled as a 
prelude against the Czar, who is charged 
with perpetrating all the massacres, in 
Russia, demoralizing the people hy 
building vodka stores in every village, 
encouraging anarchy, abolishing the 
Constitution of October, 190, dissolving 
two dumas, ahd divers other crimes and 
misdemeanors. 

As a punishment, the Czar is ordered 
to betake himself and family to exile in 
Siberia, with a province to rule over, 
upon the establishment of the Republic, 
which is to be born Oct. 30, 1910. 

Beginning then, it is proclaimed, a 
President. elected by the people, and a 
Senate and Duma, modeled after the 
United States Congress, will take the 
reins of Government, and a “‘lid’’ will 
be placed on, all ‘‘alcohol_ stores’’ 
throughout the nation.

The funeral arrangements have not 
been made, but the burial will be in 
St. Louis. 

Survived by Large Family. 

Judge McKeighan was 67 years old. 
He is survived by a widow and five 
children, Robert, Ellen and Jane Mc- 
Keighan, Mrs. Mabel McCluney and 
Mrs. Viola Hutchinson. 

Judge McKeighan was connected in 
St. Louis with many civic movements 
among them the Fall Festivities 
Committee and tke Citizens’ Smoke 
Abatement Association. He began the 
practice ef law in Bolivar, Mo., and 
later removed to Baxter. Springs, 
Kan. In 1871 he located in Fort Seott, 
Kan. In 1892 he moved to St. Louis 
and here he became known as one of 
the best authorities in the State on 
constitutional law. 

Had Several Partners. 

McKeighan's first partner- 
ship in St. Louis was with Judge Wil- 
ber F. Boyle and Judge Elmer B., 
Adams. This was dissolved jin the 
early 90s and he then became & mem- 
ber of the law firm of Lee, MceKeigh- 
an, Eilis & Priest.

Abroad, Edward Merely Does | 
as Romans Do.

LONDON, March 12.—‘What shall I wear?’ ts not 
a question that is bothering King Edward, now in 
Berout, on a semi-incognito visit abroad.. The prob- 
lem is settled for him and for all royalty by the dra- 
conlan laws of international eitquette. It is merely a 
matter with him of following the old adage that when 
at Rome one must do as the Romans do. 

The problem, such as it is, must be solved by the 
King’s body servants. It is their business to see that 
he travels with an outfit capable of meeting any 
emergency. This, of course, requires the visitor to 
carry an amazingly large wardrobe, and especially a 
complete and costly collection of military and naval 
uniforms. 

Application of the Biblical rule as regards costume 
applies to the smallest German principality with more 
force than to the great capital of Italy. The moment 
the King set feot in Germany he must appear 
clothed in the imposing uniform of one of the Ka!- 
ser’s smart regiments. When passing through Kiel he 
wears the quaint costume of a German admiral and 
when in Coburg his garments recall those worn by 
his father when Prince Albert courted the maiden 


Queen. 

Perhaps the very fact that royal personages have 

to wear when traveling, and for long tiring hours, 
heavy uniforms to which they are unaccustomed, and 
which perhaps they have only worn once, if ever 
before, makes them more particular than humbler 
mortals concerning the comfort of their odinary tour- 
ing garments. This 1s particularly true of Edward 
Vil; His Majesty's lounge sults are marvels of ease 
and comfort, and special care is taken in the matter 
of the royal footgear, particularly since the King's 
serious accident at Waddesdon some years ago. 
To give but one example, the King does not use the 
usual “service’’ boots painfully familiar to every offi- 
cer; in his cage these are replaced by an easier make. 
which, though boasting of thick heels, have no brads 
or nails. In this connection it may be stated that 
His Majesty never wears shoes, excepting when 
yachting: like the late Queen, he prefers boots for all 
oecasions. The fact that the royal family is very 
sensitive to beth heat and cold is also apparent in 
the King's traveling outfit, plenty of provision is made 
for frequent changes of temperature.

Home of Racing to Save Turf 
by Going Back 30 Years 
in Betting. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 21.—When 
the spring meeting starts at Church- 
111 Downs this year it will seem as if 
time had turned back a few years. In- 


stead of handing-their money to’ the 
merry bookmaxker, the patrons of the 
game will either buy an auction pool 
or will get a ticket in the Paris-Mu- 
tual machine, as their fathers did 30 
years or more ago when Ten Broeck 
and Aristides were turf names to con- 
jure with. 
Mutual Machines Assured, 

The jockey club has decided to 
have the Paris-Mutual machines, not- 
withbtanding that present conditions 
would permit them to have betting 
under the old system. The managers 
believe tne booRmaker is responsible 
for the most of the troubles that have 
come upon the turf and have determ- 
ined to cut him out hereafter. In ad- 
dition {t has been decided to have the 
old-time auction pools, where the pub- 
lic bids qn the horses and thus re- 
store all the features of thé turf in 
the days when it was in much greater 
repute than it has been for years. 

Everybody !s giad of the change, 
except perhaps the bookmakers. It 
was realized that even in Kentucky, 
where racing is supposed to be an 
almost sacred institution, “the game 
Was in serious danger because of the 
evils that had crept into it. 

The fear that had struck the hearts 
of all Kentuckians and particularly 
Louisvillians, at the prospect of hav- 
ing racing done away with by the 
prohibiting of betting, was removed 
when Gov. Willson signed the Wil- 
helmi anti-poolroom bill. This meas- 
ure absolutely prohibits poolrooms, 
with drastic setiition but it permits 
betting on races at racetracks during 
licensed race meetings. 


Revives Interest in Derby. 


This certainty of the spring meeting 
being held as of old revives interest in 
the Kentucky Derby which will be run 
in May for the thirty-fourth time. This 
venerable and honored race does not 
show much this year in the way of 
class, but at that it should furnish an 
interesting contest.

WASHINGTON, March 21.—Declining 
to allow the Postoffice Department to 
be put im the position of accessory to 
murder by allowing in the mails pub- 
lications which advecate killing citizens 
by dynamite, Postmaster-General Meyer 
has issued an order declaring non-mail- 
able the Italian publication known as 
La Questien Sociale, a weekly, published 
at Paterson, N. J. 


The Postmaster at Paterson has been |. 
instructed to refuse admission to the} 


matis of issues of the publication on the 
ground that they are immoral, perni- 
cieus and harmful to the interests and 
welfare of the people. This action is a 
departure from previous practice and is 
claimed to have been based on Section 
8898 of the Revised Statutes, which cov- 
ers “every article or thing intended or 
adapted for any indecent or immoral 
use.” 

The La Question Seciale, it is charged, 
advocates murder by dynamite, the 
murder of enlisted men of the United 
States army, the officers of the police 
force, and the burning of houses of pri- 
vate citizens. It is a weekly newspaper, 
said to have a_ circulation of 30,000 
ameng the Italian population and openly 
anneunces itself as ‘‘socialistic-anarch- 
istic."

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Law Department Member Says 
Special Commission Is 
Not Necessary. 





HOUSE COULD HINDER 
Feud Between Delegates and 
Mayor Likely to Prove 
Stumbling Block. 





Regulation of public utilities in St. 
Louis is possible without the appoint- 
ment of a special commission. 

The investigation necessary to inform 
the Municipal Assembly as to what are 
reasonable rates for gas, electricity and 
transportation, and to be the maximum 
figures established by ordinances, may 
be conducted by the Board of Public 
Improvements, after authorization by 
the Assembly. 

This is the opinion of a member of 
the city Law Department. 

At present no advantage can be taken 
of the Cooper act in St. Louis because 
of the feud between Mayor Wells and 
members of the House of Delegates. 

Leaders of the majority declare they 
wilk never pass an ordinance giving the 
Mayor absolute power in the selection 
of a utilities commission. 

This bitterness between the majority 
in the House of Delegates and the May- 
Or has been intensified by his recent 
declaration that the ‘‘combine’”’ is not fit 
to choose commissioners. 

B. P. I. Also in Fund. 

Whether the House of Delegates would 
consent to a plan whereby the Board 
of Public Improvements should take the 
place of a special commission in _ rec- 
ommending regulation of public utilities 
is far from certain. 

The members of the Board, with the 
exception of President O'Reilly, are all 
appointees of the Mayor. They are on 
more friendly terms with the House of 
Delegates than is the Mayor. It is be- 
lieved, however, that no strong objection 
would be raised to their authorization 
as a commisston. The Charter gives.the 
Municipal Assembly the right to in- 
crease the duties of the Board. 

There is little doubt that Mayor Wells 
would be perfectly satisfied te have the 
investigations touching rates made by 
the Board. If the House would agree, 
the preliminary work of regulation 
might be undertaken much sooner than 
seems likely now. 

Republican Members Friendly. 

Republican members of the House 
would be friendly to the plan because 
of the fact that President O’Rellly is 
of their party. They could hardly hope 
to get the Mayor to name a Republican 
—as such—if he should have the choice 
of a commission. 

To aid the Board in the technicalities 
of service and rates given by public 
utility corporations in St. Louis, an ex- 
rert could be employed. This would 
then leave members of the Board free 
to handle the larger questions, as is 
the system followed by the Terminals 
(‘ommission. 

Il‘our members of the Board—the Street 
Commissloner, Water Commissioner 
and Sewer Commissioner and President 
©’ Reilly—are engineers. They all have 
vuluable knowleédge. 


Way to Get Lower Charges. 

If competition that will insure better 
prices te the city and private consum- 
ers is not forthcoming as a result of the 
bidding fer the contract to light the 
streets, alleys and public places, it is 
pcinted out that regulation by the Board 
of Public Improvements is one way to 
get lower charges. 

At present the Board’s hopes. are 
principally in the promise of the Union 
Electric Light and Power Co, to reduce 
its rates to the city. This concession, 
however, would not be of much comfort 
to individual users of currént, even if 
it were not made the grounds for an {n- 
crease in the prices they are now pay- 
ing. 

Harbor and Wharf Commissioner Jo- 
seph P. Whyte, chairman of the 
Board's committee on lighting, was for 
a time opposed to giving any coiAme- 
cial franchise as an inducement to a 


new concern to enter the fight for the 
city’s contract. He declared that poli- 
cy “‘would be unfair to the Union Com- 
pany.’’ 

Fololws Mayor's Footsteps. 

In the last week, however, members 
of the Boarl, taking their cue from 
Mayor Wells, prefess to advocate an 
ordinance that will bind not only a new 
concern, but also thé Union, to a ven- 
eral scaling of rates. To that end they 
will introduce In the Assembly, they say, 
a bill regulating the cost of gas and 
electricity. 

Just how any such ordinance could be 
made to force the Union Company to 
lower Its charges to private consumers 
ig not made apparent. That concern has 
a franchise that gives it the privfiege 
of fixing whatever rates it chooses. 

Nothing short of an application of 
the power given the city by the Cooper 
law is regarded as sufficient to curb 
the Union Company and the Laclede 
Gas Light Co, 

The House of Delegates next week 
will receive the utilities bill drawn by 
Councilman Fitzsimons and sent to en- 
grossmeut Friday. That measure con- 
templates the appointment of three 
commissioners by the Mavor. For that 
reason it is not believed to have any 
chance of passage in the House.

than are offered by any other city in 
the United States. In preparing this 
map only railroad lines have been 
shown which are, or should be, direct 
feeders of St. Louis. 

It is generally conceded that the suc- 
cess of the enterprise will be a ten- 
strike for St. Louis. 

Hugh MoKittrick denied the story that 
the Monadnock Realty Co., of which he 
is president, had effected an option for 
a 99-year lease on the southeast corner 
of Seventh and Locust streets, obtain- 
ing control of the entire block, for the 
proposed 17-story building for the Wil- 
liam Barr Dry Goods Co., but he ad- 
mitted that his company would not be 
adverse to include in the site this valu- 
able quarter block if it could be had at 
a reasonable price.

The Condie-Neale Glass Co. moved 
into its new building Saturday at the 
nerthwest corner of Broadway and Ben- 
ton street.

The total net deposits of the Clear- 
ing House and non-Clearing House 
banka and trust companies now stand 
at $1,508,000,000, while the loans of 
the sume institutions are approxi- 
mately $1,937,000,000. The actual re- 
serve of New York Clearing House 
banks, March 21, was 28.55 per cent, 
the reserve of the State banks outside 
the Clearing House was (22.97 per 
cent, and the reserve of the trust 
companies 27.11 per cent.

ence impelled operators in local wheat 
to keep out of the market to a great 
extent last week, and. as a result, the 
trading was light and of a scalping 
character, with fluctuations narrow and 
unimportant. and the market in a gen- 


erally dull condition. At the close prices 
showed net losses of about 2%c to 3c for 
the week. May was relatively the stead- 
ier of the two options, but trading 
towards the last of the week centered 
mostly in the deferred option on which 
sentiment seemed bearish. 
Early News Very Bearish. 

Large declines were made at the be- 
ginning of the week, from which prices 
did not fully recover, though the subse- 
quent days witnessed a succession of 
partial rallies, these latt r constituting 
most of the price movement. News at 
the start was of an almost uniformly 
bearish character, and many of the 
“green bug’ buyers of the previous 
week were induced to unload by the 
heavy world’s shipments, a further in- 
crease in the ocean passage stocks 
poe put the amount afloat over 6,- 

000,000 bu and far above the previous 
record and the large receipts in the 
Northwest, the splendid weather also 
tending to weaken the market. The 
Visible supply statements, both of this 
country and the world, were the only 
bullish items in the statistical news, 
and they tended to check the decline, 
which was made more easy by short 
covering, the violent upturn of the pre- 
ceding Saturday being apparently still 
fresh in_the minds of the traders. 


Crop Prospects Are Good. 
Reports from the winter belt were of 
a favorable character, the weather be- 


ing very good, and there being plenty 
of moisture, and present indications are 
large crop, though green-bug 
stories were pretty freely circulated, 
Reports of this pest came mostly from 
Southern Kansas and parts of Okla- 
homa, and while they were contradic- 
tory, there is no doubt that the insects 
exist in some of the fields, though all 
correspondence agreed that no actual 
damage has as yet been done. The situ- 
ation In the Northwest was regarded as 
bullish, as stocks there are thought to 
be pretty well cleaned out and are cer- 
tainly much less than last year. Re- 
celpts of spring wheat were sharply 
larger than they have been for some 
time and this stopped the recent rapid 
decrease in Northwestern supplies, a 
small increase for the week being made 
in fact, but. the cash demand for spring 
wheat was strong. Some little business 
in elevator stocks was reported towards 
the last of the week, and Chicago at 
times sent advices of a good milling 
demand, but the cash markets of the 
country were generally in a very dull 
condition, and the export business was 
practically at a standstill. Clearances 
from the seaboard were small each day 
and the total for the week far less 
than last year’s, but foreign news was 
much less bearish than usual, cold, wet 
weather and generally discouraging con- 
ditions being reported in most European 
countries. Wheat moved to the local 
market in good voiume, though a quite 
sharp let-up was noted late in the 
— and local stocks went down stead- 
y. 
Extreme Dullness Prevalis. 
After a sharp break on Monday there 
were practically no ‘important price 
movements. Some bullish sentiment in 
May was caused by the very small re- 
serve, but traders were in a waiting 
mood, being inclined to gain more in- 
formation about the bugs before com- 
mitting themselves. It may be .stated 
that it was just about this time last 
year that the first green-bug stories 
began to drift in. Few new features 
were apparent, the market for a few 
days ruling quite firm on short cov- 
ering, based partly on the green bugs 
and partly on the violent upturns 
in corn, the buying being made more 
evident by the very scanty offerings. 
The advance was an almost unintérrupt- 
ed one, but was so slow that only a par- 
tial recovery from the initial break had 
been made and prices at the close of 
the week were sharply lowered. Corn 
led the market and when that grain sold 
down violently from its early gains, that 
fact, combined with the general dispo- 
sition among the traders to take the 
insect stories with a pinch of salt, and 
prices, after ranging back to almost the 
closing levels of the previous week, de- 
clined rapidly, closing at sharp losses 
for the week. 
May wheat closed 2%c lower at 
964% 9644c, and July 27 lower at SB4¢e. 
The local cash market on wheat was 
generally very dull, with very little de- 
mand, and prices sought easier levels, 
though some firmness in soft wheat 
was caused by the scarcity of that va- 
riety.

SOME GOOD PORTRAITS 





Difference in Style of Minia- 
* tures by Members Is 
Pointed Out. 


"The Society of Western Artists, no 
doubt in the very near future, will be 
recognized the world over as the asso- 
elation which formed the much-talked- 
ef American School of Art,’ declared 
George Julian Zolnay, chairman of the 
St. Louis Chapter, at the opening of 
the twelfth annua! exhibtion of the. so- 
clety in the Museum of Fine Arts, For- 
est Park, last Monday. 

“The Society of Western Artists, 
above everything else, shows distin- 
guishing traits which claim the recogni- 
tien of the art world. The reason for 
this is, that while most of the members 
have studied abroad, yet they return 
to the West, where the spirt of free- 
dom is untrammeled and the very at- 
mosphere is permeated with independ- 
ence. This atmosphere of independence, 
peculiar only to the West and things 
Western, has affected the work of the 
artists, they have embodied in their art, 
one feels it in the individuality, the 
originality and the conception of each 
artist's effort."’ 

Another interesting feature of the ex- 
hibition, which Mr. Zolnay did not men- 
tien, is the number of women exhibitors 
and their strong and forceful work. In 
figure, portraiture and miniature they 
lead, and their efforts in landscape 
: compare favorably with their brother 
artists. 

There are four miniature painters— 
all women—represented in the collection. 
In largeness of feeling, in beauty of 
color and design the “Portrait of Mrs. 
Cc. RR.” by Mable Packard, combines 
many of the best qualities of a good oil 
painting, with the luminosity and bril- 
Mancy of texture only to be achieved 
on ivory. 

Novelty in Miniatures. 

The miniature of Emma Kipling 
Hess are in sharp contract with the ac- 
cepted method employed by most minit- 
aturists. Her miniatures are executed 
in a broad, free style, difficult to at- 
tain on ivory, but very delightful when 
done with the spontaneity and fresh- 
ness of color exhibited in these minia- 
tures. 

The difference in method may be seen 
by comparing Miss Hess’ “Portrait of 
Katherine’ with the ‘Portrait of Mrs. 
J. D. Stockton” by Anna Lynch, which 
js painted in the careful style of the old 
miniatures. 

“A Soldier of the Crimea” by Harriet 
Blackstone is one of the strongest figure 
pieces in the exhibit.

Arthur H. Crain, 24 vears old, of 802

Noah is 
Gepicted as a young man full of zeal 
to make the world better. He goes 
“slumming” with Satan and withstands 
allt of the temptations thrown in his 
way. 

“[ was about to be graduated from 
the Pope School,”’ said Mr. Crain, when 
I went to work for the telegraph com- 
pany. “‘At this time I began to read 
Shakspeare and took such great inter- 
est in his plays that they were .scarce- 
ly ever out of my hands. I was told 
that there were other writers besides 
Stakspeare, but his remarkable style 
fascinated me so that I devoted my 
time exclusively to him. 


Studied Classics Deeply. 
“After reading these plays over and 


over again I took up Homer, then 
Dante, Virgil and Milton. I also read 
considerable of Byron's works, but very 
little of the other poets. Though I wag 
only 16 I developed’ a stnong desire to 
write a long poem founded on the prin- 
cipal incidents of the Bible. 

“The dream of my youth continued to 
haunt me until the telegraphers’ strik« 
threw me out of work for five months, 
giving me an opportunity to start and 
finish a poem founded on the Book of 
Genesis. Creation seemed like an in- 
spiration to me as I never knew one 
minute what I would put down the next. 
I mean to continue the work until 1 
have composed several volumes based on 
the Bible. 

**Creation’ illustrates in the char- 
acter of Noah the triumph of good over 
evil and the final moral it conveys is 
that happiness can only be had when 
the conscience is clear.’’

Andy Williams to Gallows-—Had Not Read the Papers, but 
Law Was So Sound it Became Famous Precedent—Som- 


, Dessee Supreme Court was the 
product of a fit of somnambu- 

lism has now come to light and is 
emMazing the bar of that State, to say 
vothing of psychologists and brain 
specialists.

His information was 
obtained from a former Associate J us- 
tice of the Tennessee Supreme Court, 
who occupied the same room with the 
author of the decision on the night 
thé Jatter rose in his sleep, sat down

law. There is no doubt of its being 
sound law, though it was written by 
a somnampbulist.” 

The semnambulist who wrote this 
decision was Judge Nicholson, at that 


‘time Chief Justice and then, as now, 


considered one of the most learned 
and able jurists who ever sat on the 
bench in Tennessee. The case was 
that of Andy Williams charged with 
murder and afterwards hanged in ac- 
cordance with the “sleep-walking”’ 
decision. The opinion of the som- 
nambulist Chief Justice decided sev- 
eral new and important points rela- 
tive to the legality of indictments in 
Tennessee. 

On account of the intricacy and 
weight of the legal questions involved. 
the trial court had appointed two 
leadin« lawyers to defend Williams. 
the alleced murderer. The counse! 
appointed originally were Thomas A. 
R. Nelson and John Baxter. Pend- 
ing the trial of the case Mr. Nelson 


was elected to the Supreme bench. 


and Col. James R. Cox was appointed 
in his stead to co-operate with 
Mr. Cox in the defense. The brief 
which Judge Nelson had drawn up 
was presented to the Supreme Court 
when the case went there on writ ot 
error, Williams having convict- 
ed and sentenced to death in the Cir- 
ms, 





cuit Court. 

Judge Nelson, having previously 
been counsel in the case, did not sit 
with the Supreme Court when the 
case was argued there. Messrs. Bax- 
ter and Cox presented their argu- 
ments to the remainder of the jus- 
tices, and in the allotment of opin- 
ions to be written, the Williams case 
fell to the Chief Justice. He took 
charge of the record, but did not 
read it. 

That night Chief Justice Nicholson 
and Associate Justice Peter Turney 
occupied the same room in a hotel at 
Nashville. 

In the middle of the night Justice 
Turney, who was a light sleeper, was 
surprised to see the eminent Chief 
Justice get out of his bed, strike a 
light, sit down at a table and begin 
writing. The Chief Justice was clad 
only in his night clothes. His eyes 
had a queer, vacent look. He wrote 
rapidly for an hour or more and then 
put out the light and returned to bed. 

Justice Turney rose first. He no- 
ticed on the table many sheets of pa- 
per, just as Chief Jus‘ice Nicholson 
had left them. Examining thos? close- 
ly written pages Justice Turney was 
astonished to find they were an ex- 
haustive opinion in the Williams mur- 
cer case. A few minutes later the 
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Chief Justice waked. 

“It’s a little unusual to get up in 
the middle of the night and write 
court decisions, isn’t it?” asked Jus- 
tice Turney. 

“What do you mean?” inquired the 
Chief Justice. 

“Why, that Williams opinion you 
wrote last night,” said Turney. 

Chief Justice Nicholson looked at 
him with a puzzled expression. He 
denied having written any opinion. 
Justice Turney held up the bundle of 
papers on which the Chief Justice had 
been writing. Judge Nicholson ex- 
amined them, curiously. 

“Well,” he said, “I can’t deny my 


own writing, but I assure you I don’t Ic 


remember -a thing in the world about 
this. I must have done it in my 
sleep.” . 

Record in the Case 


The two men then got out the court 


record in the case. Chief Justice 
Nicholson declared he had not read 
the record and was not familiar with 
Nevertheless. 
there in the decision was a great 
mass of testimony, quoted verbatim, 
just as it was in the record. Names 
of witnesses, dates, figures and a mass 
of other facts were embodied in the 
decision. The strangest part of it 
all was that the puzzled and worried 
Chief Justice professed tota) igno- 
rance of any of the mass of details 
Yet Justice Turney had been awake 
all the time and was positive that 
the writer had not referred to the 
record at any time. 

Involving as the case did a human 
life, Justice Turney felt it to be his 
duty to see that all the members of 
ihe Supreme Court gave the Williams 
case special attention and strdy. He 
feared, however, to offen the Chief 
Justicn, so he. informed the other 
members of the court privately and 
confidentially of what had happened. 

Without intimating to the Chief 
Jastice that they were aware of his 
sompambulistic feat, the Associate 
Jvetices studied the case

and satisfied themselves that 
all the findings embodied in the 
opinion of the Chief Jus ice 
we.e correct and sound. The 
opinion was then concurred in 
and became a part of the records 
of the Tennessee Supreme Court. 

In accordance with that de- 
cision, Williams was hanged at 
Harrison, the old county seat of 
Hamilton County, on Dec. 8, 30 
days after the handing down of 
the opinion. 
then the Sheriff of Hamilton 
County, officlated at the execu- 

tion. 

Some time afterward the third 
volume of the Supreme Court 
Reports of Heiskell, then Attor- 
ney-General, was published and 
contained the somnambulistic 
decision, though at the time no 
one outside the members of the 
Supreme Court were aware of 

the remarkable history of the de- 
cision. Justice Turney, the only 
actual witness of the “sleep walk- 
ing” of the Chief Justice, died 
some time ago, but before his death. 
while he was still in the possession 
of all his faculties and ranked as one 
of the most respected and trusted 
men in Tennessee, he confided this 
amazing history to Judge Shepherd. 
The latter said nothing about what 
had been told him until a few days 
ago. 

The report of the decision in the 
ease of Williams vs. The S‘ate.

lice to be “the most successful bor- 


rower that ever operated in this city.” 
Her story is in harmony, with the 
known facts of human nature. 

Nevertheless, it is remarkable in 
the extreme, because this woman’s 
peculiarly “honest face” has enabled 
ler to impose upon merchants, 
housekeepers, real estate azents, 
money lenders and others, from one 
end of St. Louis to the other, for a 
period of several years, finally bring- 
ing her to a prison cell. 

“I didn’t set out to beat people.” 
says Mrs. Farrell. “They thrust cred- 
it on me because | looked honest. 
They tempted me and [ couldn't re- 
sist the temptation, though ! knew 
I never could pay them for ‘heir 
gcods, repay their loans or settle for 
rent,” : 

If this woman’s diagnosis of her 
own case be correct, she is the vic- 
tim of a queer caprice of fate. That 
she is generous and good hearted 
nobody who has talked with her for 
five minutes can doubt. That her 
“honest face” or something about her 
personality caused people to trust her 
{astinctively is borne out by her his- 
tory in St. Louis for some vears past. 
She has demonstrated two things: 
First. that one may live in St. Louis 
ot nothing a year, and, second, that 
the human physiognomy is a very 
deceptive thing. 

Men and women of a type similar 
tu Mrs. Farrell are to be found in 
every big city. 

Mrs. Farrell’s mode of life brouvht 
her into the limelight first during 
the month of August last. She and 
her two daughters—Martha, aged 18, 
and Genevieve, aged 10, together with 
a friend, Miss Blanche St. Cin-—were 
taken into custody by the police fol- 
lowing a carnival of bill running. rent 
beating and hish finance in which 
many merchants, landlords, hotel pro- 
prietors, garage keepers, butchers and 
others complained. 

Martha Farrell was released, Gen- 
evieve was taken from the mother 
anf placed in a convent, Miss St. Cin 
was given her freedom. 

At that time it developed the Far- 
rell’s had lived in many houses and 
fiats, without always settling the 
rent: that they had lived on “the fat 
of the land” without always squaring 
cecounts with the butcher and gro- 
cer; that they had indulged extensive- 
lv in the delights of auto rides; that 
ihey had worn fine raiment, most of 
which pleasures, comforts and lux- 
u ies had cost them nothing, throu7zh 
the generalship of the woman wiil 
the “honest face.” 

Mrs. Farrell was charged with 
grand tarceny, the accusation being 
that she had obtained a dress from 
a department store by trickery. The 
dress was sent to 1329 Clara avenue, 
where she resided for a time, the 
bundle being marked “C. O. D.” 

Mrs. Farrell, it was charged, took 
the package in, removed the dss. 
tied up the strings again around ‘he 
cther goods and returned the pac':- 
age to the delivery boy with ithe 
remark that it did not contain ‘his 
erticles she had ordered On tha 
charge she was convicted and sen 
tenced to six months in the Work- 
house. Judge Muench paroled her. 
on condition that she report to him 
once a month.

Then the woman permitted her to 
charge $5 worth of dress goods, as 
Mrs. Farrell, according to the police 
story, found to her apparent amaze- 
ment that she had only a little | 
change in her purse. The $5 charge, 
say the police, remains unpaid. 

But there is no hope of convicting 
Mrs. Farrell of anything crimina)] in 
that transaction, because to prove 
her guilty’ of obtaining goods under 
false pretenses it first must be proved 
that she really did not intend to buy 
the store, and nobody can swear to 
that.

the first mysterious ship alleged to be a Japanese 
scout made its appearance even before Evans bad 
passed through the Strait of Magellan. Under 
date of Feb. 10 the following dispatch was sent 
out by the Associated Press: 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Rear Admiral 
Pillsbury, chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, has discovered a new phantom ship. 
He wants to find out something about the 
merchantman Orita, which is said to have 
touched at Punta Arenas 10 days ago, de- 
posited two Japanese and sailed for Val- 
paraiso. 

Rear Admiral Evans was “tipped off 
about the Japanese, but they have not 
been heard from since. 

The mystery was intensified when it be- 
came known today that the fleet, which Is 
passing out of the Strait of Magellan, 
northbound, was hailed by the Orita. It 
is simply impodgsible that the Orita could 
have made Valparaiso and sailed south 
again so as to meet the fleet at the strait. 


The Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, re- 
garded the movements of the Orita with the ut- 
mos’ suspicion. No good, he felt sure, could be 
meant by a vessel hovering around the fleet in 
this manner, depositing Japanese spies and 
watching every move of Evans. An un- 
imaginative officer pointed ©®ut that, the Orita 
could not have beaten Evans to Valparaiso and 
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squadron of four first-class battleships proceeding 
at sea at a rapid rate, their decks cleared for 
action and formed up in battle array. 

The sudden appearance of this hostile Japanese 
fleet excited great interest in Honolulu on March 
1. No doubt was entertained that the squadron 
was proceeding to intercept and attack Evans. 
There are many retired naval officers in Honolulu 
and these realized the gravity of the situation. 
The Navy Department at Washington was at once 
notified. 

This fleet was observed at sundown on March 
1, off the Island of Oahu. The citizens of Hono- 
lulu were excited about it during the night and 
looked for other battleships, but none were seen. 


‘‘Pipe Dream’’ and a ‘‘Mirage.’’ 


The following day a local scientist rudely shat- 
tered the confidence of the Honolulu people in 
the existence of this squadron. He laughed: at 
them, said the whole thing waz a “pipe dream,” 
that no such squadron existed, that nobody saw 
it, that no Japanese battleships had been near 
Oahu. Asked to explain these amazing state- 
ments, he pointed out that the “Japanese bat- 
tleships” were a mirage. On the evening in ques- 
tion he proved that the atmospheric conditions 
were exactly suited to the kind of mirage occa- 
sionally seén in Hawaii. His evidence was so 
convincing that the people of Honolulu gave up 
the squadron. Those who asserted they had 
actually seen the ships were convinced that what 
they had seen was a mirage. 

Thus Togo’s hostile fleet again melted into thin 
air, and this information was sent to Washington. 
While the mirage theory was accepted in Wash- 
ington as the correct explanation of this fleet, a 
remarkable statement was at the same time made 
there. It was asserted by a high authority that 
a mirage at sea is a picture presented to the eye 
through the diffraction of light of something actu- 
ally existing within a radius of not more than five 
hundred miles. In other words, when you see a 
mirage of a battleship with all the detail that 
characterized the Hawatian display, you may be 
sure that that battleship is lying under those pre- 
cise conditions somewhere within five hundred 
miles of where you are. Therefore, it was as- 
serted that the very fact of this extraordinary 
spectacle having been witnessed off the Island 
of Oahu was the most convincing proof yet ad- 
duced to show that hostile Japanese battleships 
are lurking somewhere near the Americar pos- 
sessions. 


Officers Laugh at Story. 


Naval officers would not credit the statement 
that a fleet of this kind had made itself visible. 
They laughed at the story of March 1, because, 
they said, the Japanese were too shrewd ever to 
venture where they would be seen; that they 
were noto;iously secretive and would first and 
foremost hide their movements. But with the 
mirage explanation the following day, they said 
the “phan‘om fleet” was deserving of most seri- 
ous consideration. What had been seen, said 
these officers. was an artificial image or picture 
of four battleships which existed within five hun- 
dred miles of the place where the picture was 
seen.

‘The instinct of childhood turned 
her steps where least of all one might 
look for aid to break down the bul- 
warks of law and evidence—to a nun 
and a priest. As a result, Chicago has 
witnessed the most amazing fight ever 
waged in the Cook County courts to 
save a doomed life. 

Notwithstanding that the law de- 
clares “there is no recourse,” the 
priest's remarkable efforts have ad- 
vanced the matter to such a point 
that Gov. Deneen has placed the case 
in the hands of the Pardon Board.

Grewsome Murders.

The neigh- 
bors, gossiping back and forth, had 
established the fact that the children 
had been insured in favor of the 
mother. The mother’s insurance was 
made out to Herman Billik, a fortune 
teller and charlatan, who had been 
a constant visitor at the Vrzal home. 

Billik exerted a strange influence 
over the family. The mother espe- 
cially was fascinated by the seeming 
power of the handsome fortune teller. 
su.d, as was brought out at the trial, 
most of the insurance money that 
came from the children’s deaths went 
to fill the pockets of Billik for his 
lucky charms and prophecies. When 
Mrs. Vrzal died and it was found that 
ler life policy was made over to him 
instead of her remaining children, the 
clamor reached such a height that the 
police investigated. 


Detectives’ Theories. 


Detectives easily established the 
fact of her admiration for the man 
and how he had profited materia:ly 
by it. They also dfscovered that Mrs. 
Emma Niemann, Mrs. Vrzal's married 
daughter, inherited her mother’s 
money and property outside the in- 
surance. 

Post-morten examinations showed 
that Mrs. Vrzal died of arsenical pois- 
oning and also the children. Seeing 
a motive for the crimes, the autho: i- 
tins evolved one theory that the moth- 
er had killed them, with the object 
vf eloping with Billik with the pro- 
ceeds of the insurance; and that when 
he at last spurned her, she had com- 
mitted suicide. A second theory was 
that the fortune teller had poisoned 
the children, and when he could profit 
no more in that line he ended by 
killing the mother. Further reason- 
ing along this line by the police de- 
veloped the suspicion that perhaps 
the woman aided him in the series 
of murders and that then she fell a 
victim of his greed. 


Billik was arrested charged with 
the crimes. The main witnesses 
against him were Jerry Vrzal, aged 
16, and Mrs. Niemann, his sister. The 
boy swore at the trial that before 
the death of any of his little brothers 
or sisters he had heard Billik and 
his mother discussing in whispers the 
advisability of getting rid of the 
whole family so the two of them 
could go to Europe with the insur- 
ance money. He testified further that 
Billik had brought some alleged med- 
icine to the house and put it in the 
coffee of his sisters, and that it made 
them sick. His story was a descrip- 
tion of whispered plots between his 
mcther and Billik. It narrated how 
one by one his brothers and sisters 
died after several doses of the ‘“‘pow- 
ders’’ in their coffee. One chapter was 
d°voted to an attempt by Billik to 
asphyxiate two of the children, as 
they slept, by turning, on the gas, 
which was frustrated by Jerry him- 
self secretly opening the windows. 


Died of Arsenic. 


Mrs. Niemann told a story almost 
identical, corroborating her brother’s 
testimony as to the powders. After 
evidence of medical experts showed 
that the six victims died of arrenic 
and that the powder described bore 
every evidence of having been com- 
posed of that deadly drug, the evi- 
cence against Billik was complete. 

The defendant, on the stand, made

Then, in tears, 
he unburdened his soul to me. ! 
realized that if conscience had not 
svoken, justice could not be done. 
Behind all the accidentals in this 
cvse Were the prayers of a devoted 
nun who first assured me of Billik’s 


innocence, and the sweet faith of a 
loving child that started the move- 
ment to free her father. And this is 
‘he terrible story the boy unfolded: 

His testimony from start to finish 
was a tissue of lies. He had per- 
jured himself at the behest and 
through the threats of a police offi- 
cial who had the case in hand. 


By suggestion they persuaded him 
that Billik was guilty and after out- 
liuing the manner in which the deaths 
were caused, threatened to publicly 
accuse him of the murders if he did 
not support the evidence on the wit- 
ness stand. The police assured him 
tnat Billik charged him with a share 
of the murder and, boy though he 
was. he might hang. He was led by 
cegrees and forced to the conviction 
that any path except that marked out 
tor him would lead to his own ruin. 
He could consult no one. Father and 
mother were dead and his sister was 
in the hands of the prosecution.

He took it home and studied it un- 
til he practically had it memorized.. 
lie found that his sister, Mrs. Nie- 
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mann had a similar statement. That 
was the point that had struck me in 
siudying the details of the case—the 
wonderful similarity of their stories 
on the witness stand. 

When Jerry was sworn he held up 
his left hand because he was afraid to 
take the oath, but then he thought if 
he was going to lie he might as well 
live up to the forms, so he held up 
his right hand. When the attorney 
for the defendant cross-examined him, 
the boy prayed that he would break 
down his testimony, but he had his 
story too well memorized. 


Now, you must remember that with

After five 
minutes, during which several police- 
men stood by, helpless, one of the 
Fellegrini brothers was killed out- 
right, while the three others were 
found in a hopeless condition; the 
girl who was the cause of all the 
trouble received three dagger wounds, 
while her father, mother and broth- 
cr succumbed to their Injuries. 

Undoubtedly one of the most sen- 
sational feuds in the history of Amer- 
ica was that of the McCoys and the 
Hatflelds, an interstate affair involv- 
ing Kentucky and West Virginia. 
Like most feuds, it originated In a 
very trivial dispute, namely, a quar- 
rel between old Randell McCoy and 
Anse Hatfield over the onwership of 
n pair of hogs that would not have 
brought $3 in the open market.

THE POSSIBILITY OF VISIT- 
ING DISTANT PLANETS.

HE thought of exploring dis- 
tant planets, pausing en 
route tc view the further 

side of the moon, so tantalizing- 
ly turned from us, is one that 
fires human imagination most 
profoundly. The worst that can 
be said is that it now looks as 
difficult to us as the crogsing of 
the great Atlantic must once 
have appeared to the naked sav- 
age upon its shore. The impos- 
sibility of the savage became the 
triumph of Columbus, and the 
day dream of the nineteenth 
century may become the achieve- 
ment of the twentieth.

A body on the earth's equator, re- 
lieved of gravity, would travel 239.000 
mi'es, the distance between the earth 
ond the moon, in*10 days; and if suit- 
ably exposed to the earth’s attrac- 
tion, acting as a brake, while screened 
from that of the moon, its landing 
could be made _ gentle and safe. 
Strangely enough, the unturning atti- 
tude of the lunar surface in relation 
to the earth makes the return voyage 
absolutely impossible save by a tedi- 
our roundabout journey of many 
months, involving the circumnaviga- 
tlun of Mars. 

The query may now arise: “What 
is the moon gvod for, even if man 
succeeds in reaching it?” 

We know it to be a barren, rocky 
world, without air or moisture, un- 
epeakably cold at night, and below 
the freezing point even at noon. How- 
ever, meh could abide there for a 
time in thick-walled, air-tight houses, 
and could walk out of doors in air- 
tight divers’ suits. Scientists would 
find in the lunar wastes a fresh field 
fur exploration. Astronomers could 
plant their telescopes there, free from 
their most serious hindrance, the 
earth's atmosphere. Tourists of the 
wealthy and adventurous class would 
not fail to visit the satellite, and cost- 
lv hotels must be maintained for their 
accommodation. Then it is quite 
probable that veins of precious met- 
sls, beds of diamonds and an abun- 
dance of sulphur might be discovered 
on a world of so highly volcanic a 
character 

Solar engines could work to much 
better advantage on the moon than 
Ou the earth, owing partly to the ab- 
seree of cloud and haze, but chiefly 
te the low temperature at which the 
condensed Vapors could be discharged 
fim the cylinders.

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OUR EARTH AS SEEN FROM THE 
MOON.

count of the effect produced by 
the earth as seen from the moon. Let 
ag suppose that we arrive in the 
widst of these savage steppes about 
the middle of the day. 

The inhabitants of the lunar hem- 
isphere turned toward our eafth ad- 
mire in their sky a brilliant body 
heving a diameter about four times 
gieater than that of the moon seen 
from our globe, and with a surface 
14 times larger. This body, which is 
the earth, is “the moan of the moon.”’ 

An immense orb in the lunar sky, 
the earth shows to the Selenites the 
same phases as those which the moon 
presents to us on earth, but in the 
inverse order.

THE SUN AND SUN SPOTS. 
By George O. Comstock. 


HE mean distance of the sun from 
- the earth is very approximately 
93,000,000 miles. Some idea of 
its size may be gathered from the 
siatement that the sun's mass is 32U,- 
000 times that of the earth and moon 
cummbined, or 333,000 times that of the 
earth alone. 

The mean density of the sun is 1.4 
times that of water. This is about 
the same as the density of gravel or 
soft coal and is just about one quar- 
ter of the average density of the 
earth. Th lete who on earth 
weighs 175 pounds if transported to 
the surface of the sun would weigh 
wore than an elephant does on earth, 
and would find his bones break under 


his own weight if his muscles were 
strong enough to hold him upright. 

It now seems probable that the 
temperature of the visible surface of 
the sun lies somewhere between 5000 
degrees and 10,000 degrees C. 

There may usually be found upon 
the sun’s face a certain number of 
biack patches called sun spots, and 
cccasionally these are large enough to 
be seen through smoked glasses with-. 
out the aid of a telescsope. The sun 
spots are not permanent features of 
the sun’s face, since they change 
their size and shape very apprecia- 
hiv from day to day. Several individ- 
asl gun spots have been noted large 
eaough to contain the earth. 


SEEING MARS AT CLOSE RANGE. 
By Prof. Edward 8S. Moree. 


HE unnatural straightness of the 
3 interlacing lines on Mars, many 
of them following the arcs of 
great circles, their uniform width 
throughout, their always starting 
from definite areas, their conver- 
geuce to common centers and their 
varying visibility synchronizing with 
the Martian seasons, finds no paral- 
lel in natural phenomena. If, in the 
mind’s eye, we were to survey the 
eaith from Mars, the only feature we 
stould find at all paralleling the lines 
on Mars would be in the level regions 
of the West, where, for thousands of 
miles, the land extends in vast level 
stretches. In these regions would be 
found lines of railroads running in 


straight courses, starting from defi--. 


nite places, converging to common 
centers, their siaes in certain seasons 
conspicuous with ripening grain 
fivlds; or, again, the work of the 
United States Reclamation Bureau 
running its irrigating canals in 
virious directions through that great 
region. Both these kinds of lines 
would be artificial and both designed 
for purposes of conveyance—in the 
one case merchandise and passengers, 
in the other case water. 


The phenomenon of the extraordi- 
nary doubling of the canals when first 
announced was immediately disbe- 
heved. When, however, other ob- 
servers confirmed Schiaparelli's dis- 
coveries and it became evident that 
these double lines had a veritable ex- 
istence, the phenomenon was regard- 


1d as an evidence tnat profound phys- 
ical changes were going on in the 
planet. 

Continuous observations of the 
pianet since that time have shown 
no profund changes, or changes of 
any kind beyond those which period- 
ically occur with the seasons. 

Since Mars is a much older planet 
than the earth, it seems reasonable 
to believe that it is more stable, that 
volcanoes and earthquakes have long 
ceased to manifest their activities, 
that erosive action by water is no 
longer in evidence—subsidence and 
elevation of continental areas no 
longer occur. 

Admitting that there is an intelli- 
gent creature of some kind on Mars, 
is it reasonably conceivable that he 
should have caused such changes in 
the surface featurés of that planet 
as to be visible from the earth? 


SATURN AND HER WONDERFUL 
GIRDLE.

T covered in the ring system of 
Saturn by Prof. Campbell of 
the Lick Observatory and Prof. Bar- 
Lard of Yerke’s Observatory, at the 
time when the rings were turned 
edgewise to the earth has created re- 
newed interest in this beautiful 
planet.

WATCHING THE FORMATION OF

HAT Ouida should have died in 
T poverty and loneliness, an exile, 
though a voluntary one, from 
the land of her birth, was an undoubt- 
edly pitiful ending to an exceptionally 
biilliant career. Equally sad has been 
the fate reserved for some literary 
geniuses in the past. 

Richard Savage, the gifted poet, 
died in a debtor® prison at Bristol. 
after enduring the pangs of semi- 
starvation for years. Chatterton. 
driven desperate through hunger, 
poisoned himself at the age of 18. 
Swift died mad,‘as he had al! along 
predicted he would. 

Dr. Dodd, whose “Beauties of 
Shakspeare” is well known, was 
henged for forgery. George Gissing, 
after suffering hardships that embit- 
tered his whole existence. died just 


as fame was beginning to be assured Lijorente. 
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to him. 

Edgar Allan Poe, whose “Raven” 
Las been adjudged the finest viece of 
fugitive poetry in the English lan- 
guage, and to wi »m also belonvs 
the credit of having invented the 
detective story. drank himself to 
death in the prime of hia life.

Secret criminal society. 

The Camorra is very different from and a 
much more despicable thing than the Mafia. It’s 
name is derived from the Neapolitan dialect 
word camurriari, which means ‘clever stealing.” 
As an institution it is perhaps one hundred years 
older than the Mafia, and i has earned Naples 
the name of the City of Thieves. Its organization 
is complete, its discipline is of the severest and its 
processes of the cleverest 

The code is traditional and every Camorristo 
knows it perfectly. There are the following 
grades: The chief, called caro-camorra; the 
sicritario, then the council of picciotto di sgarro, 
next the mass of privates called camorristi, and 
lastly their apprentices, followers, stool pigeons 
and. subservient citizens summed up under the 
name quazlione. 


A Powerful Chief Caught. 

The powerful chief, Enrico Alfano, came to 
New York with a court of 15 men to organize 
the Camorra affiliations of the Black Hand into 
a compact society, but he was caught by chance 
in a raid, was such an insignificant little man that 
he was held merely on the charge of carrying 
concealed weapons, and it was only when his real 
standing was discovered that he was turned over 
to the Italian Government.

Every work- 
man in Naples pays his pizzo to the Camorra. In 
many streets in Naples a plainly dressed man will 
appear at certain hours of the day standing hum- 
bly with Lis hat in his hard, and the driver of 
every carriage that passes will stop and drop a 
stated small sum. into the hat, on peril of his 
life. If the stores, hotels, theaters, etc., do not 
contribute the Camorristi go around, start rows, 
cause police raids and ruin business. They call 
this process of collection “‘raking noise.” 

For seven years King Victor Emanuel has tried 
tc break up the Camorra. It is stronger than 
when he began. There is one little street, the 
Vicolo del Palonnetto, that is like a stairway of 
stone steps. Police records show that for every 
step it has yielded a murdered corpse. I actu-

shores of the Isle of Guernsey and 
pressed it in the leaves of a book 
which I was supposed to be reading to 
imrrove my mind.

This would throw the Times into ihe 
House of Commons and make its ed- 
itorial policy open to a debate in 
which its enemies, including the Lib- 
eials, the Laborites and the Irish 
party, would take a prominent par’.

There are over fifty 
daily newspapers in Paris, and not 
te” of them are self-supporting. The 
cther forty or more are organs of 
individuals or of political or religious 
cliques. 

The opinion tow in England seems 
‘o be that the Times should be an 
organ and not a newspaper. Among 
the ten or a dozen syndicates in Lon- 
dun trying to get control of the pa- 
ner there appear to be only two which 
nim to run it as a commerciaMy suc- 
cessful newspaper, earning a large 
revenue and taking the lead in the 
;ocurement and publication of news 
and in expressing public opinion. The 
other syndicates represent political 
ann financial schemes. 

The principal controversy seems to
